The following information was received from a confidential 

source. 

Source states that SUBJECT works for the COLLINS RADIO CO- 
MPANY, located at 1950 HI LINE DRIVE. SUBJECT works on the evening 
shift and starts his workday at 4:30 P.M., The residence of the SUB- 
JECT is unknown to the source but he thinks it is at a trailer court* 

According to the source^ SUBJECT is continually talking in 
favor of the COMMUNIST PARTY and CASTRO and condemning other coun- 
tries. SUBJECT has shown other workers of the COLLINS RADIO COMPANY 
copies of a newsletter which the SUBJECT calls the I.F. STONE news- 
paper. 


SOURCE further states that subject has not impressed any of 
the other workers at the factory until the PRESIDENT KENNEDY assassi- 
nation, but since that time they have become suspicious of him.
